New Yosk, Jan. 19.—The great Louisville & 
Nashville and Nashville & Chattanodga Railway 
combination came near being upset by an un- 
foreseen contingency, and disaster was only 
avoided by the most prompt measures. It ap- 
pears that, under the charter authorizing a cer- 
tain division of the Nashville & Chattanooga 
Railway, the consent of two-thirds of the stock- 
holders is made necessary to ratify any meas- 
ures. This special clause.was unknown to the 
Louisville & Nashville people, who, having ob- 
tained possession ot a majority of the stock of 
the rival road, thought themselves secure, and 
permitted the story of their purchase 
to be made public. When the news reached 
Col. Cole, the President of the Nashville & 
Chattanooga, wha had not been consulted, and 
whom the new deal would deprive of office and 
authority, he at once saw his opportunity, and. 
hastening to Chattanooga, telegraphed to a pool 
of seven Wall street brokers, which he knew 
had formed a few days ago, and purchased 
60,000 shares of the Company's stock, par value 
$25, at 90 to M per cent, on the supposition that 
the contemplated deal would advance the price 
still further. He briefly disclosed the 
situation, and asked them to hold on 
to the stock at all hazards, and every- 
thing would be well. Meantime, however, the 
stock began to decline rapidly to the great dis- 
may of the pool, on disclosure of what had been 
accomplished. Col. Cole’s information was a 
godsend to them, for it showed them how they 
might extricate themselves, not only without 
loss but ata profit. They went at onceto the 
Louisville & Nashville representatives, offering 
to sell the stock in their possession at 95. Tele- 
grams were hastily dispatched South, and an 
answer received confirming Col. Cole’s state- 
ments. The Louisville & Nashville people needed 
40,000 shares to give them two-thirds of 
the capital outstanding, and there 
was none other for sale except 
that held in the hands of their enemies, the sup- 
porters of Col. Cole. They offered the pool their 
own terms’for the req e number of shares. 
The offer was refused; an answer was returned 
that it must be all or nothing. This the 
Louisville & Nashville people would not agree 
to, and made an attempt to f-ighten the pool by 
going into the market and vigorously hammer- 
ing the stock down. They succeeded in forcing 
it to 80, and 
5,000 shares at 
came, and they were fully 25,000 shares short. 
In this dilema they were forced to reopen 
negotiations with the pool, and a meeting was ar- 
ranged for 8 o’clock this evening, when the en- 
tire 60,000 shares were transferred to the Louis- 
ville & Nashville interest at 95 per cent giving 
them 25,000 shares more than the requisite two- 
thirds and plaeing the success of the combina- 
tion beyond peradventure. Col. Cole continued 
to pour telegramis into the offices of the pool- 
brokers all day, advising them to stand firm.

THE annual reports of the President and 
Treasurer of Harvard College present some 
facts worthy of consideration by all inter- 
ested in that University. At the beginning 
of the academic year 1878-’79 there were 1,332 
students in the different schools of which 
the University is composed. The academic 
Freshman Class numbered 227, and the Senior 
Class 200. There were ten certificates issued 
to women in 1879. The Medical School had 


new hall—called Sever Hall in honor of Mrs. 
Sever, who gave the corporation $100,000 for 
the building and an unrestricted fund of 
$20,000 to pay its annual expenses—had been 
finished. The Treasurer’s report shows that 
the College has in general investments 
$3,014,511, and in special investments 
$887,670, making a total of $3,902,181 invested, 
with a net annual income of $205,313. This 
is, of course, independent of the revenue 
derived from the students. The rate of in- 
come shows a falling-off of 0.18 per cent as 
compared with that of the year preceding. 
The cash received from the undergraduates 
amounted to $159,634. The actual surplus for 
the year amounted to $708.99. Among the 
expenses were “ University salaries and ex- 


| penses, $29,749; College expenses, $30,160: 


library salaries and expenses (not books), 
$20,607; gynasium salaries and expenses, 
$2,786; College salaries, $129,000. 

The Treasurer estimates a deficit in the 
year 1879.80, owing to the large increase of 
expenditure for the serviceiof the new gym- 
Nasium and the loss of income from room- 
rents of students,” and sees no way to pre- 
vont or remedy this deficiency. In the Divin- 


} ity School there was a deficit of $2,351; in 


the Law School of $4,557; the Medical School 
has a surplus of $16,768; the Dental School 
has a surplus of $188; and the Lawrence 
Scientific School has a deficit of $206. 

The largest bequests were $140,000 from 
Mrs. Sever, $50,000 from George Bemis, and 
$40,000 from Mrs. Mary Fileston. The library 
aceount shows $11,376 expended for books. 
Itisalso gratifying to note that the Univer- 
sity has so great faith in Chieago's municipal 
bonds that it derived $108.16 of its income 
from that source. The net increase of the 
College funds for the year 1878-79, apart from 
gifts, was $15,103. 

On the whole this report is unusually com- 
‘plete and interesting, and shows the old Uni- 
versity to be full of vigor and strength and 
in a remarkably flourishing condition finan- 
cially for an institution of learning. One 
statement made in the President’s report is 
‘noteworthy.

' RAILROAD COMBINATION. 

There was long ago good reason to suspect 
an intention on the part of the railroad kings 
to make a geographical partition of the rail- 
roads of this country into a certain number 
of “systems ” that would work together har- 
moniously in the common aim of robbing the 
people. The evidences of such a. scheme 
have been accumulating recently at a rapid 
rate. Mr. Vanderbilt, acting through Mr. 
Fink, has now thirty-four distinct railroads 
under his dictation. Mr. Gould has been al- 
lowed a large field in the Southwest, and has 
been active and successful in establishing his 
sway. ‘The Central Pacific coterie has un- 
disputed control of the extreme West. And 
now the Louisville & Nashville corporation 
announces the capture of the Nashville & 
Chattanooga Railroad and the control of all 
the latter’s leases and connections. The two 
systems will now be worked as one, and this 
acquisition is probably the forerunner of a 
complete absorption of the Southern terri- 
tory by one clique. 12 N 

Such giant combinations as contemplate a 
complete partition of the entire country, 80 
far as railroad service goes, are naturally of 
gradual growth. They have made more 
headway thus far than would have been be- 
lieved possible a year ago. The scheme 
is far more comprehensive and menacing 
than anythjng that was formerly understood 
by combination. Formerly there were “ rail- 
road monopolies ; the design is that there 
shall be at some future day, not far distant, 
one great monopoly. What the German Gov- 
ernment has been doing in bebalf of the peo- 
ple, the feudal chiefs.of the railroads in this 
country desire to accomplish in their own 
selfish interest. A central dictatorial ring of 
management is the aim, which shall have 
the power to issue its ukase at any time, 
establishing arbitrary rates from which no 
appeal will lie. A few offices, located proba- 
bly in New York City and connected by 
telephone, would then be able to make 
simultaneous levies upon the people in all 
sections of the country, and producers and 
consumers alike would be powerless to help 
themselves. 

This scheme for the centralization of rail- 
road management is a violation of law and 
justice. It is an organization for resistance 
to the principles which have always applied 
to common carriers, for defiance of popular 
rights, and for the abuse of the public fran- 
chises and privileges which emanate from 
the people. The inducement for granting 
charters freely, and encouraging the build- 
ing of railroads by liberal donations of land 
and money, was found in the hope that com- 

petition would result, and that the people 
would benefit thereby. The movement of 
the railroad chiefs is in the opposit direc- 
tion. Combination defeats competition. It 
has been done partially by means of pools; it 
is now sought to be done wholly by common 
ownership. It has been done locally; it is 
now sought to be done Nationally. Railroad 
combination is now no longer an evil that 
certain communities must struggle against 
from time to time; it is a menace against the 
entire Nation, and North, ‘South, East, and 
West are equally concerned in averting it. 

When the railroad “systems,” divided into 
four, five, six, or any other small number, 
and manipulated by a few chieftains who 

have formed an alliance offensive and defén- 
sive, shall em the whole of the United 
States and Can under one dictation, it 
may be too late to provide a remedy short of 
revolution. All the great staples of the con- 
tinent will then be under the control of this 
clique. When the tariff on breadstuffs is 
marked up, so will be the tariffs on petroleum 
and coal and on cotton and tobacco. These 
tariffs, subject to one-sided and arbitrary dic- 
‘tation, will only stop short of actual confis- 
cation. The money-power, now brought to 
‘bear vicariously upon the law-making power, 
will then be concentrated and overwhelming. 
The people may then appeal in vain to their 
State Legislatures and their National Con- 
‘gress for legal remedies; they may find them- 
‘selves in the grip of a conscienceless, heart- 
Jess, soulless Ring, whose power can only be 
shaken by a resort to force. 

It is idle to say that the use of private 
‘capital for the private acquisition of private 
property cannot be prevented by law. That 
statement does not cover the case. The 
scheme for combining all the railroad inter- 
ests on the continent under a single clique or 
junta is simply the usurpation of public 
toe to acquire public franchises for in- 
juring public interests. If such a conspiracy 
against the people eannot be p then 
Government is a delusion. It cum be and 
must be prevented. The right to head off

TILDEN’S NOMINATION. 
We think there ean be no longer any doubt 
that Mr. Tilden will be the Democratic candi- 
date for President in November next. The 
most serious objection made to Mr. Tilden is 
his physical infirmity, which is variously 
represented. By some it is asserted that he 
is seriously paralyzed; that his strength is 


— — 


exhausted; that he is no more than a shat- 
tered wreck, waiting for the final but speedy 


collapse. On the other hand, this is as vehe- 
mently denied, and it is claimed that in his 


general health Mr. Tilden is as vigorous as 


is consistent with his advanced years. It is 
also given out by his enemies that Mr. Tilden 
will, if elected, liye out but a small por- 
tion of his term. But this objection has 
been made use of by his friends as offering a 
strong inducement to some legion of others 
to take the second place on the ticket, with 
a probability of sueceeding to the Presi- 
dency. 

Of course Mr. Tilden’s great commendation 
for the nomination is the certainty which his 
friends hold out of his obtaining the vote of 
the State of New York,—acertainty which 
they insist is not possible with any other 
candidate. As the vote of New York is essen- 
tial to the election of the Democratic candi- 
date under every condition of probabilities, 
his claim that he alone can carry that State 
cannot be ignored. It is precisely an im- 
possibility to elect any Democrat withoutthe 
vote of New York, so the whole contest, in 
the Democratic party, is limited by the 
question, Is there any other Democrat than 
Tilden who can carry New York? Itis not 
a sufficient answer to say that Tilden will be 
opposed by John Kelly, and that he cannot 
carry the State; the question remains even in 
that case, Where isthe other man who can 
get the voteof New York? If Tilden demand 
the nomination as a personal vindication, 
and be refused, then the Democratic party 
will be left withont his aid, and Tilden’s 
friends assert that the Democratic party has 
not carried the State of New York since 1860 
except at those elections where Mr. Tilden 
devoted his brains and his money to secure 
success. Without Tilden’s personal and 
active efforts the State of New York will go 
Republican by 40,000 majority. It is more 
over denied that John Kelly and Tammany 
Hall can repeat the *suecessful bolt of last 
year. It was then a personal fight against a 
single candidate on thé State ticket, and, 
though aimed personally af Tilden, the latter 
was not a candidate. That bolt was a local 
one, and for a State office. In 1880 Tammany 
Hall will have to take the responsibility of 
defeating the whole Democratic party of the 
United States, and in doing this would be 
indignantly repudiated by every Democrat 
in the land. However willing Kelly and his 
train-bands may be to defeat Tilden person- 
ally, they will not and dare not put them- 
selves in direct and open hostility to the 


whole. party of the country, and defeat the | 


election of a Democratic President. 

Any expectations that Tilden, if not nomi- 
nated, will take any step towards electing 
any other candidate must be dismissed as 
idle. Tilden holds Seymour, with others, 
personally responsible for the success of 
Kelly’s bolt in 1879. He has no interest in 
any other candidate. He claims the office as 
a debt due him by his party and by the coun- 
try, and if he is to be repudiated at the Con- 
vention he will simply drop out of politics 
and let the State of New York go whitherso- 
ever it will. 

Another story circulated by the anti-Tilden 
Democrats is that, if Tilden will agree to de- 
cline the nomination as soon as made, he can 
be nominated unanimously; and it is even 
intimated that he might indicate his sue- 
cessor, and Sam Randall is mentioned as one 
who would be acceptable if he could only 
get Tilden to agree to this arrangement. 
The fact that Tilden’s opponents make this 
suggestion is an evidence of their conscious 
weakness. If they did not feel that the old 
man holds the fate of the party in his own 
hands, and that his nomination is an absolute 
necessity, they would never make such an 
absurd proposition. Talk and rant as they 
may, the Democratic party, North and South, 
East and West, know that Tilden must be 
nominated; that the party has really no 
other candidate; and that, unless he the 
candidate, the Convention will practically 
vote an abandonment of the contest. The 
vote of New York is as essential to Demo- 
cratic success as is the vote of the Solid 
South, and Tilden is absolute master of the 
situation. The nomination of Tilden by the 
Demoerats will narrow thie election to a small 
area. New York will be the battle-ground, 
with some contest in New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut, and Indiana. It will make no difference 
who may be the Republican candidate as 
against Tilden,—the whole election will turn 
upon the result in New York and the other 
three States named. Tilden must obtain 
twelve votes besides the Solid South and New 
York, and outside of these three States he 
has not the remotest chance of a vote.

THE FUTURE OF SIBERIA. 

The London Spectator of a recent date con- 
tains a paper upon Siberia, largely based 
upon the recent successful explorations of 
Prof. Nordensxjdld, contammg much infor- 
mation that is of interest regarding that com- 
paratively unknown country. It is 300 years 
since a mere handful of Cossacks under 
Irmak, a brigand of the Don, overran that 
vast region and captured it, and yet since 
that time it has been regarded by Russia only 
as an advantageous locality for a penal settle- 
ment. It has shipped its Nihilists, Socialists, 
and other political prisoners there by hun- 
dreds and thousands to work in its mines, 
but has systematically neglected every 
scheme of internal improvement and every 
effort that might develop its resources. It 
probably is not beyond bounds to say that its 
possibilities have not been considered at St. 
Petersburg or Moscow with any more in- 
terest than they have been in London or 
New Torx. 7 

The area of Siberia is as great as that of the 
United States west of the Mississippi, and of 
Canada west of a line drawn north from

washed by the Arctic Ocean | 
by similar chains of mountains, and pene- 


trated by six systems of rivers. The ag 
ricultural : of the two areas are very 
much the same, lally in wheat-growing. 


Whenever the mines of Siberia are properly 
developed, its mineral products undoubtedly 
will be found to be as valuable as our own. 
Its population is considerably smaller, 
amounting to about only four millions, 
though it has the capacity to support forty 
millions. The great- River Yenesei divides 
it into two distinet parts, as the Mississippi 
does our on country. The chief difference 
between the two regions is that, while our 
people and our Government are doing every- 
thing to develop our Pacific Slope, the Russian 
Government has done nothing at all to 
develop Siberia. And yet, according to Prof. 
Nordenskj6ld’s statements, it isa practically 
“ boundless country capable of producing 
corn,“ and wheat as well, “in almost inex- 
haustible quantities, and at a price fabulous- 
ly cheap, and containing in its bosom mineral 
wealth of all descriptions to which the mines 
of England would bear but a very insignifi- 
cant proportion.” 

The most important feature of Prof. Nor- 
denskjéld’s discoveries, however, is his an- 
nouncement that, while the Russian Govern- 
ment has systematically neglected the devel- 
opment of Siberia, vast changes have taken 
place there during the past few years, owing 
to the energy and labor of the Siberians 
themselves. Cities have risen where 
for generations there were only vil- 
lages, and sometimes nothing but block- 
houses; great rivers are being navigated; 
a systematic plan of irrigation has been 
drawn up and in part carried out; and an ex- 
tensive and growing trade has been fostered, 
until at last Siberia has become not only a 
country with what is styled a future, but the 
province of Asia which holds forth the most 
promising prospect to the Russian people of 
affording a remunerative outlet for their en- 
ergy and capital.” The Spectator also refers 
to the fact that trade is rapidly increasing, 
especially with England, that there is a fine 
market there for many English products, and 
that they can be easily and safely landed at 
the northern seaports, which are open three 
months in the year, thus giving ample time 
for steamers to make the trip to London and 
return. As an instance of the profits of the 
trade, salt, which’ sells in London for 15 
shillings a ton, is taken as fast as it arrives 
by the Siberians for £15 a ton. 

It is somewhat remarkable that Russian 
statesmen as well as merchants sifould have 
so long shut their eyes to the importance of 
Siberia, which is their main dependency in 
the future. Their line of progress and 
growth lies in that direction, and in that di- 
rection only. It is the only vent for Russian 
energy, and the only direction where there 
will never be opposition, As the Spectator 
says, “it would almost seem as if Russian 
statesmen had. purposely shut their eyes to 
the existence of the great field that has al- 
ways been open to them and their country.“ 
Now that the Siberians themselves, however, 
no longer content to be shut out from the 
world, have commenced the development of 
their own resources and the establishment of 
trade, we may naturally infer that Russia

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SUPREME COURT. 
BOOKKEEPING SUIT. 


No. %. William G. M. Baker, appellant, vs. 
Elizabeth Selden. Appeal from the Circuit Court 


of the United States for the Southern District of 


Ohio. This was a suit for alleged infringement 
of copyright upon *“ Selden’s Condensed System 
of Bookkeeping.” The principal question in- 
volved is, whether the copyright of a book af- 
fords protection to a method of accomplishing a 
certain resultin the arts or sciences, which is 
explained and set forth in such book. This 
Court holds that there isaclear distinction be- 
tween the book, as such, and the art or process 
which it is intended to illustrate, and 
that to give the author of the book 
ah exclusive right to the art described therein, 
when no examination as to its novelty has ever 
been made, would bea fraud upon the public. 
To give such a right isthe province of letters 
patent, not of copyright. The copyright of the 
book on bookkeeping cannot secure the exclu- 
sive right to make, sell, and use account-books 
prepared upon the plan set forthin such book. 
The decree of the Cireuit Court is reversed with 
costs, and the cause femanded, with directions 
to dismiss complainant's bill. 
7 LAND CASE. : 
No. 141. William Trenouth, plaintiff in error, 
vs. City amd County of San Francisco et al. In 
error to the Supreme Court of California. This 
is a controversy as to the title to certain lands in 
the City of San Francisco which were ted to 
the city by act of March 8, 1806, 2 and by 
the city deeded to defendants. Trenouth sets u 
acclaim to the lands on the ground that his

SUTT TO RECOVER. 

No. 133. Henry Havenstein et al., plaintiffs in 
error, vs. John A. ‘Lynham, escheator, etc. 
This was a suit brought by foreign heirs of an 
alien resident of Virginia to recover property of 
which the latter died possessed. Solomon Haven- 
stein was a subject of the Swiss Confederation, 
and died intestate in the City of Richmond in 
1861, leaving considerable landed property, to 
which the State laid claim, on the ground that 
the foreign heirs of deceased could not inherit. 
Upon trial of the case the Court below decided 
that the foreign heirs had no valid claim to the 
estate, and their was dismissed. This 
judgment was affirmed by the Supreme Court of 
Appeals, whereupon the petitioners sued out a 

of error to this Court. It is here held that 
under the fifth section of the treaty of the 
United States with Switzerland, ratified Nov. 25, 
1850, that alien heirs have a right to sell propert 
of deceased, and withdraw the proceeds thereof, 
within such time as the laws of the State where 
the property is situated may permit. The effi- 
cacy of this treaty has been guaranteed by the 
Constitution, and it has therefore become the 
supreme law of the land. The fact that the 
State of Virginia has fixed no time within Which 
the property must be sold makes no difference 
80 far as the rights of foreign heirs are con- 
cerned, Until such law shall be passed, their 
right of action cannot be barred by the lapse of 
time, and they are entitled to recover and sell 
the property to ca away the proceeds. The 
decree of the lower Court is reversed, with costs, 
and the cause remandéd for further proceedings 
in conformity with this opinion.

No. 142. The National Sevings Bank of the 
District of Columbia, plaintiff in error, vs. Will- 
iam H. Ward. In error to the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia. This was a suit 
brought by the bank against Ward @ recover 
$10,000 damages alleged to have been sustained 
by it throush the catelesness and negligence 
of Wardin examining and reporting upon the 
title to certain real estite in the City of Wash- 

ton. This Court holds that since Ward was 
not employed by the bank to make this search, 
but made it at the request of the alleged owner 
of the. property, and zince he was not paid by 
the bank, there is nothing to show any 
such privity of contract between the bank and 
himself as would make him responsible for the 
losses incurred by the bank through errors or 
omissions in his search. The judgment ot the 
lower Court is affirmed, with costs. 

Justice Clifford delivered the opinion. The 
Chief-Justice delivered a dissenting —.— 
in which he held that when a lawyer employe 
te exemine and certify to a recorded title of real 

roperty, gives his client a certificate which he 

nows, or ought to khow, is to be used by the 
client in some business transaction with another 
rson as evidence of fucis certified, he is liable 
euch other person relying on his certificate 
for any loss that may result from his failure to 
find on record a conveyance affecting the title 
which by the exercise of ordinary professional 
care and Skill he might have found.

M'’PHERSON’S BILL IN THE SENATE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—The only feature 
of interest in the Senate to-day was the debate 
upon McPherson's bill relative to the transporta- 
tion of cattle. The discussion could hardly have 
been interesting to Mr. McPherson himself. Mo-

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
RETAINING PENSIONS NOT LEGAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wassinctos, D. C., Jan. 10.— When Congress 
established the Regular Army Soldiers’ Home in 
this District it was provided that all soldiers who 
become inmates of the Home should give up 
their pensionsto the Home. The law remained 
in force until 1873, when, by an act of Congress, 
the inmates of this Home were reinvested with 
their rights as pensioners. In 1877 a formal 
complaint was made to the Commissioner of 
Pensions by one of the inmates of the 
Soldiers“ Home that he was un- 
able to obtain his pension, and upon in- 
quiry the Commissioner learned that the 
Board of Commissioners for the soldiers, con- 
sisting of the Commissioner-General, the Sur 
geon-General, and the Adjutant-General of the 
army, had been retaining the pensions of all the 
inmates. The Commissioner of Pensions at once 
rendered a decision to the effect that the pen- 
sions belong to the persons in whose names they 
are granted, and directed that no more pensions 
be paid to the Commissioner of the Home. The 
latter brought suit in the Court of Claims to 
compel the payment of the pensions of inmates 
of the Home to the Board. 

THE COURT SUSTAINED THE RULING 

of the Commissioner of Pensions, whereupon 
the Board appealed to the Supreme Court. The 
latter tribunal decided the matter to-day, sus- 
taining the ground taken by the Commissioner 
of Pensions. Since the decision of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions nearly two years have 
elapsed, during which time the pensions have 
been accumulating in the hands of the Pension 
Agent pending the decision of the Court. As the 
decision of the Supreme Court carries with it an 
order of the Bo of Commissioners to refund 
to the inmates of the Home amounts of 
their accrued pensions, from the of the 
actin 1873. as payment’ was in 1877, 
it will be seen that these crippled soldiers have 
become suddenly capitalists in asmall way. It 
is not known whether the Board of Commis- 
sioners have retained the money received in 
this way in their treasury or expended it in the 

urchase and improvement of lands, as that 

oard has never been required to make any re- 
pars of its doings to body. If the money 

as been expended a bill for the reliefof the 
Board will Layee be next inorder. This is a 
matter in which the soldiers in the army feel 
an interest, as the fund for the establishment and 
maintenance of the Home is contributed from 
the pay of enlisted men.

Murray's friends 
have furnished the following sketch of his mili- 
tary career: Gen. Eli H. Murray, of Kentucky, 
whose name was sent to the Senate to-day as 
Governor of Utah, entered the Federal army in 
1861, a boy of 18, and became Major of the 
Third Kentucky Cavalry, then commanded 
by the heroio Jackson, of Kentucky. 
On the death of Jackson, at Perry- 
ville, he became Colonel, and was 
constantly in the service during the War. He 
was promoted to Brigadier-General and com- 
manded a division of cavalry under Gen. Sher- 
man in his historic March to the Sea. He has 
been a Republican in politics, supporting Grant 
in 1868 and 1872 and Hayes in 1876. He is now 
President of the Louisville Commercial Company, 
which is the leading Republican paper of the 
South. Personally he is of imposing presence, 
accustomed to command, and he will doubtiess 
make an efficient Governor. It is too early to

THE YEATON LITIGATION. 

In March, 1879, the heirs of the late Mary 
Frances Yeaton filed a bill against their father, 
William C. Yeaton, and others to recover pos- 
session of a large amount of property 
in Yeaton & Taylor's Subdivision and 
elsewhere, which they claimed belonged 
to them as heirs of their mother. This 
had originally belonged to Yeaton, but he con- 
veyed it through a trustee to his wife tn consid- 
eration of $9,000, part of the proceeds of certain 
stocks belonging to her by an ante-nuptial set- 
tlement, She subsequently veyed the 
property to her husband, and he sold it, but it is 
claimed the conveyance by her was illegal. A 
demurrer was filed and overruled, and an appeal 
taken. The Appellate Court recently decided 
against Yeaton and in favor of the heirs, and re- 
manded the case. Yesterday about twenty an-
